The exigency of the 
etate government required a more rapid 
circulation of these notes, and they were 
ordered to be paid, one-nalf in Hquidation 
of all indebtedness in the way of salaries, 
etc. It was at this juncture that Chief Ha. 
zen, of the civil service division of the 
treasury department, wrote Governor Stone 
that he was entrenching upon the preroga- 
tives of the treasury department, and de- 
manding the surrender of tne plates and 
the warrants still in his possession. To this 
Governor Stone replied that the state knew 
its rights and was prepared to defend them, 
The Changes. 

The allegations filed against the three 
state officers are identical, reading as fol- 
lows: :

Their Official Duty. 

“As heretofore stated, the state officials 
had no purpose to violate any United States 
law. I do not believe that such law has 
been violated. The matter will now come 
before a court for which I have the great- 
est respect, and in which I have the ut- 
most confidence. I do not, therefore, care to 
publicly discuss the matter.’’ 

Auditor Stone declined to be interviewed, 
but said he felt certain of the ground occu- 
pied by the state officials tn the matter, 
and that the very best counsel in the lana 
hand been taken, with a general concur- 
rence of opinion that the prosecution was 


groundless, without warrant in the facts 
as applied to the law = invoked. 
sie swaced further that he felt ussured 


that no sensible grand jury would indict, 

and, if it did, no petty jury would convict 

upon such a presentation of the facts as 

would be rresented by counsel for the 

‘state when the matter came to trial. 
Mad at the Government. 

There is a good deal of quiet indignation 
over the proceeding of the United States 
officials. It is believed that A:torney Gen- 
eral Olney is in some way responsible for 
pressing the matter to its present status. 
in view of the close relations which the 
officials of this state have always enter- 
tained with President Cleveiand, the harsh 
step taken can hardly be explained. It is 
said that the governmenat’s purpose is to 
take a 
step that looks like an expansion of the 
circulation without. feeling the ma led hand 
of the power which receives its inspiration 
from the gold-rimmed east 
‘Ex-Chief Justice Campbell tonight said: 
“It is a most scandalous proceeding, making 
a mountain out of a mole hill. Proceedings 
against the governor and other chief state 
officials of the commonwealth for executing 
the law of the state proceeding for the 
issue of a special creation of warrants, as 
though they were felons, under a law to 
protect national issues from fraudulent imi- 
tations by evil disposed persons, for fraudu- 
lent purposes. These gentlemen have dour 
nothing except official.y, and what they 
havé done is not within the spirit or let- 
ter of the law, and inteiiigent juries will 
ever hold that it is. The department of 
justice at Washington may instruct its 
districts attorneys; but it canot instruct 
judges and juries.” P. J. MORAN.

Mr. Carlisle Has the Mints , Running on 
the Seigniorage, 


AE IS COMING BACK 70 HIS OLD LOVE

Nearly Three Quarters of a Million 
Coined Last Month. 


THIS 18 DONE UNDER EXISTING LAW, 


It Is Understood That Allthe Seigniorage 
Will Be Converted Into Currency Thus 
Adding Many Millions to It. 


Washington, September 10.—(Special.)—Sec- 
retary CarHsle’s heart seems to be’ warm- 
ing again toward his old love—silver. Mr. 
Carlisle is now demonstrating that he is de- 
cidedly more favorable to silver than he 
was a few months ago. I was at the 
treasury department today end learned of- 
ficially that he is now rapidly coining the 
silver bullion purchased under the. Sher- 
man law. The seigniorage he is covering 
into the treasury. But here isa full state- 
ment, which explains what the secretary 
of the treasury is doing. It is from a high 
official of the treasury department and may 
be considered official: 

“The mints at New Orleans, Philadelphia 
and San Francisco are engaged in ooining 
standard silver dollars from the bullion 
purchased under the act of July 14, 1890, 
commonly known as the Sherman law. 
During the month of July $430,000 was coined 
and during the month of August $728,000. 
About the same amount will be coined 
during the present month, September, and 
thereafter such amount will be coined as 
the secretary may consider advisable un- 
der all the circumstances. The third sec- 
tion of the act of July 14, 1890, provided 
that the secretary of the treasury should 
coin each month into standard silver dol- 
lars 2,000,000 ounces of the silver bullion 
purchased under the provisions of that 
act until July 1, 1891, and thereafter he 
should coin of the silver bullion purchased 
under the provisions of the act as much as 
might be necessary to provide for the re- 
demption of the treasury notes issued in 
payment for the bullion, and that any gain 
or seigniorage arising from such coinage 
should be accounted for and paid into the 
treasury. The coinage now going on is 
done under the authority conferred by this 
section of the law and the seigniorage de- 
rived from it is paid into the public treas- 
ury as required by law ara used for the 
ordinary purposes of the government; but 
the remainder of the coins are held in the 
treasury in order to provide for the re- 
demption of the treasury notes issued in 
payment for the bullion. During the last 
eleven months 3,970,727 standard silver dol- 
lars coined from the bultiort purchased un- 
der the act of July 14, 1890, have been paid 
out in the redemption of treasury notes 
and the notes so redeemed have been re- 
tired and canceled. Th's process is still 
going on daily. Prior to Mr. Carlisle’s 
connection with the department no silver 
had been paid out for the redemption of 
such notes and none of such notes had 


been retired and canceled.”’ 
The above would indicate that Mr. 
Carlisle is more favorable to the white 


metal than the general acts of the adminis- 
tration would indicate. Though Mr. Cleve- 
land vetoed the bill to coin the seigniorage 
it will be observed from the above that 
Mr. Carlisle holds he has the authority to 
coin it and turn it into the treasury, and he 


is doing it. I have it officially that he will 
go right ahead coining silver bullion 


untif every ounce purchased |under the 
Sherman law has been coined. All over 
and above an amount sufficient to redeem 
outatanding coin cartificates, dollar for dol- 
lar, will be covered into the assets of the 
treasury and used for the regular expenses 
of the goveMament. In other words, the 
se.gniorage will be the government's gain, 
as was contemplated in the seigniorage bill 


which congress passed and Mr. Cleveland 
vetoed. .

STILL BURNING FIERCELY. 


Forest Fires Threaten Several Towns 
in Wisconsin. 

Ashland, Wis., September . 10.—Strong 
winds have fanned the forest fires in this 
vicinity and they are burning fircely in 
nearly every direction. They crossed what 
is known as the Cemetery road, south of 
Ashland, today and the Ashland Driving 
Park Association, whose buildings are lo- 
cated two miles out from Ashland. are in 
danger of burning. The fires are quite close 
to Mount Hope cemetery and also the 
Catholic cemetery, with thé strong wind 
constantly bringing it nearer. Washburn 


“has been enveloped in a cloud of smoke all 


day. The following dispatch was received 
from Saxton tonight: 


“Forest fires are raging about. here. Wa- 


ter is being hauled by running teams, Cit- 
izens are moving out of their homes with 
all possible speed. If the wind . continues 
for a few hours the town is lost.” 

Saxton is a small town on.the Northwest- 
ern railroad. It was threatened only last 
week and it was supposed that the timber 
about there was sufficiently burned off to 
prevent further damage.

The main theme of the specches of Gom- 
pers and Powderly tonight was gevern- 
mental control of railroads.

CRISPI’S SPEECH AT ROME 


Suggests an Understanding Between 
the Church and the Government. 

Rome, September 10.—Premier Crispi in- 
augurated in Naples today the memorial 
erected in honor of King Humbert’s visit 
to the city during the cholera epidemic of 
1884. He made a notable speech, beginning 
with an historical review of recent Itallan 
politics and closing with a declaration as to 
the social problems of today, and especial- 
ly the revolutionary movement. The so- 
clal system was now passing, he _ said, 
through a momentous crisis. The situation 
had become so acute that it seems abso- 
lutely necessary .for civil and religious au- 
therity to unite and work harmoniously 
against the infamous band on whose fiag 
was inscribed the words, ‘“‘No God, no 
king.’” This band had made war on soci- 
ety. Let society accept the declaration of 
war and shout back the battle cry, ‘‘For 
God, king and country.” 

The politicians and clergy here regard 
this speech as the weightiest utterance of 
years. Its whole letter and spirit, they say, 
suggests tte approach to an understanding 
between the government and the church. 


TRAMPS SLEPT IN A STABLE 


And Started a Fire Which nearly 
Ruined Dalton, O. 

Massillon, O., September 10.—The little 
village of Dalton, located nine miles north 
of here, was almost totally destroyed by 
fire early this morning. The fire originated 
in a stable, and while the direct cause of 
the origin is unknown, it is presumed it 
started by tramps taking quarters there 
for the night. The entire loss is estimated 
at $200,000, the heaviest being the Royal 
Insurance Company. The postoffice depart- 
ment and its entire contents were included 
in the fire. 

The Canton, Massillon and Orrville fire 
departments were hastily summoned and 
responded, but their presence was of no 
avail, as sufficient water could not be pro- 
cured to do any good. The ¢itizens are 
frantic with grief over the loss of their 
business blocks and residences and the 
homeless women and children.

MAINE GORS WRONG. 


Another New England State Gives a Great 
Republican Victory. 
dEMOCRATS DO NOT GET A COUNTY 


It Is the Worst Defeat the Party Has 
Ever Had There. 


REED SNOWS HIS OPPONENT UNDER 


Little Encouragement Is Given in This | 


Year’s Elections to an Idea of Break- 
ing Into New England. 


Portland, Me., September 10.—The bien- 
nial election in this state for a governor, 
fovr representatives in congress, 4 state 
legislature and county officers was held to- 
day. The republicans, democrats and pro- 
hibitionists had full tickets in the field, 
while the populists’ ran candidates fér gov- 
ernor, candidates for congress in the first, 
second and third districts, and contested 
some of the county offices. 

On governor and representatives in con- 
gress the only question from the opening 
of the campaign has been as to the size 
of the republican plurality. Nevertheless, 
the republicans waged a vigorous and ag- 
gressive campaign for the purpose of mak- 
ing the plurality as large as possible. The 
campaign was ably managed by Chairman 
J. M. Manley, who secured an unusually 
strong array of speakers, headed by the 
four Maine representatives—Reed, Dingley, 
Milliken and Boutelle, and swelled at the 
last minute by Governor McKinley, of 
Ohio. z 

Republicans Swept Evcrything. 


The election today resulted in an over- 
whelming republican victory. The repund- 
licans polled the full strength of the party 
and probably gained votes among the dem- 
ocrats. The demvucratic vote showed a re- 
markable falling off as comporea witr tnat 
of two years ago, in many towns the vote 
being only one-third as large. Governor 
Cleaves was re-elected by a plurality which 
at a late hour tonight apparently exceeds 
37,000, and may reach 38,000. The four con- 
gressmen are returned by increased ma- 
jorities. 

In the first district Reed’s vote far ex- 
ceeds any given before. the indications 
pointing to a plurality of 8,200. In Bidde- 
ford, formerly a democratic stronghold, his 
plurality approaches 500. In this city, his 
home, he has 1,690. The legislature, which 
will elect a United States senator, will be 
almost solidly republican. 

The indications are that the state has re- 
elected Governor Cleaves, republican, over 
Charles F. Johnson, democrat, by a major- 
ity which will exceed 37,000, the largest in the 
history of theparty. The republicans have 
carried every county in the state and at 
11 o’clock it is estimated that the legis- 
lature will have a working republican, ma- 
jority of 125, which secures the re-eleetion 
of Senator William P. Frye. Hon. Thomas 
BR. Reed has been re-elected to congress 
by a plurality of 10,000. Hon. Nelson Bing- 
ley; Hon, Séth Le Milliken and G. A. Bor- 
telle-are also re-elected to cangress by ma- 
jorities ranging from six to nine thousand. 
The total vote will probably exceed 
110,000. 


MANIFESTO TO OWENS’S FRIENDS, 


Denunciation of the Test Oath at the 
Ballot Box. 

Frankfort, Ky., September 10.—Tne Ow- 
ens club, of Franklin county, has issued 
the following manifesto: 

“To the Democrats of the Seventh Con- 
greesional District—To all well informed 
men it has been a well-known fact for the 
past ten days that W. C. P. Breckinridge 
was overwhelmingly defeated unless some 
desperate measure was resorted to to pre- 
vent it. Knowing this, they are willing to 
resort to any methods, however unfair, to 
force the nomination of a candidate who 
is a stench in the nostrils of decent peo- 
ple.

Green Goods Men Testify. 

After several “‘steerers,” “‘turners,” ete., 
in the green goods business had given 
some minor testimony regarding their 
“trade,” William Applegate, who was the 
intimate friend of ‘‘Jim’’ McNally, the al- 
lewed green goods backer. took the stand. 
His testimony was very important, for he 
gave the names of places where the green 
goods men carried on their nefarious trade, 
as well as the names of men who dtd the 
printing of circulars, the names of tele- 
gvaph operators who were fixed for de- 
livering telegrams to fictitious addresses, 
and other important detaile of the business, 

J. M. Rheinechriehber was the name of 
one printer who did work fo? MeNally.

He was t 
confronted with Dilla. letters, etc., which 
proved conclusively that he had done that, 
which he had just denied,«@vhereupon “the 
witness admitted the fact.

tion from irresponsible sources, and that 
the English people have declined and re- 
fused to be properly informed about our 
jaws and the conduct of our government. 
The English papers, to my knowledge, have 
Geclined time and again ¢o publish state- 

“ments made to them in defense of the south 

by Englishmen who are now residents of 
the south. Under. these conditions we do 
mot want any further outside hypocritical 
cant upon false ideas of Our government. 

“The people of vhis state are quite able to 
mdminister their own affairs, and they are 
doing it in fuil justice to the negro, as our 
laws and our conduct will attest. We have 
already endured more outside interference 
im our local matters than we will submis- 
eively tolerate in the future. Let these 
kindly disposed Englishmen return to their 
own country ana prevent by law the inhu- 
man sale of virtuous girls to lustful men in 
fhigh places, hang all such demons as Jack 
the Kipper, punish as it deserves tne bar- 
barious, wholesale slaughter of negroes\in 
Africa by Englishmen, wno go tacre to 
gteal their gold; supply the necessities to 
prevent bread and labor riots and strikes, 
mihich are wholly unknown to the people 
ef the south; feed and give employment to 
the poor, as do the-~people of my section;

Savannah, Ga., September 10.—The cot- 
ton shippers have acceded to the 
mayor's request for a joint meeting with the 
representatives of the labor unions and the 
meeting will be held tomorrow afternoon. 
It is expected it will result in a compro- 
mise. The ship brokers are very stiff 
and agreed rather reluctantly to meet the 
longshoremen in conference. They say 
they have no compromise to offer, but if 
the longshoremen have any they will con- 
sider it. There was no further trouble to- 
Gay between the union and non-union long- 
shoremen and everything is quiet tonight. 
No attempt was made to lead cotton today, 
as only 4 small amount had been delivered 
at the wharves for shipment. 

Little Sympathy for the Brokers. 


Twelve policemen,armed with Winchesters, 
have been patrolling Bay street all day 
around the places where the longshoremen 
spend most of their time, but there was no 
evidence that there would be an outbreak of 
any kind, The shippers say tonight that the 
loading will not begin again tomorrow, 45 
they will not have the cotton ready to han- 
die. The ship brokers are losing much sym- 
pathy among the people here on account 
of the stand they have taken. So far there 
has been no reduction in the shipping rates, 
and that was claimed to be the end they 
were working toward. No reductions have 
yet been quoted. 

The longshoremen say the ship trokers 
are making the fight simply. to get the 
money saved by lowering the rate for steve- 
doring in their gwn pockets. They got the 
cotton loaded for 45 cents under the old 
schedule, and it is said charged the captains 
of the steamers 55 cents, The same is 
c.aimed to be true of the compressing in 
which it is said the brokers pay 50 cents 
for compressing and charge the owners of 
the vessels 65 cents. If these facts are all 
true, as it is claimed by the longshoremen— 
and the belief that they are.is growing— 
the brokers will have much less sympathy 
than they look for. Such a situation would 
not materially benefit the port. The only 
benefit to the port would come from a low- 
ering of the rate. An effort is being made 
to compromise the matter, and some defi- 
nite results are looked for in the next two 
or three days.

A Wrangle Precipitated.

Whereas, The.success of the cardinal 
principles of democracy are paramougpt to 
personal good or seif-aggrandizement, and, 
. “Whereas, Differences of opinion exist in

‘Resolved, 1. That the young democracy 
of Fulton county adheres to the principles 
enunciated in the national platform and 
interpreted by that incorruptible statesman 
and fearless patriot, Grover Cleveland, and 
commend them to the sober thought and 
candid judgment of the young men of our 
state. 

“2. That we endorse the democratic state 
platform.

MAT WHATLEY WAS AN INFORMER. 


He Had Been Working Up Cases—A Warn- 
ing Had Been Sent to Him, but He 
Did Not Heed It. 


Opelika, Ala., September 10.—(Special.)— 
Mr. Matthew Whatley was most foully 
murdered by a gang of toughs, supposed 
to be illicit distillers, at his home, two 
miles west of Wedowee, Randolph county, 
late Friday night. 

The particulars, owing to the remoteness 
of the place, only reached Opelika the 
afternoon. ; 

The murdered man has for the last two 
months’ been “working up” illicit whisky 
cases, and has, on several occasions, gone 
before the United States court in Mont- 
gomery and. testified against the moon- 
shiners. 

This caused their hatred, and they work- 
ed their vengeance in a most terrible man- 
per. Going to his home, the posse fired 
shot after shot into the building, and de- 
manded Mr. Whatley to come out. On his 
nen-appearance, the mob added incendiar- 
ism to their offense and set his house on 
fire. 

While the building was burning, one of 
the party crept to a window and discovered 
Whatley sitting beside the bed. Instantly 
raising a double barreled shotgun, the mur- 
derer fired a load of buckshot into his 
breast and neck, kiliing him instantly. 

Quickly dispersing, the mob left the deaac 
man to his fate, and reports vary as to 
whether or not he was cremated. 

There is no clue whatever as to who the 
guilty parties are. The dead man was shot 


on the Ist of May last, it is thought, by . 


the same gang. He had been several 
times warned by written notices, that, un- 
less he desisted, his life would pay the 
forfeit. To these warnings he paid no 
heed, and the work of Friday night is 
the final result. Whatley was a peaceable 
citizen, and leaves a wife and several 
small children. ;

BISHOP GRANT AND THE EXPOSITION 


The Colored Bishop Talks About the 
Work of the Colored Department. 
Bishop A. Grant, who rendered the expo- 

sition committee valuable assistance when 

it appeared before the appropriation com- 
mittee of the house, reached Atlanta yes- 


terday on his return from Texas, his 
former home. 
“Everywhere I go,’ said he, “I hear 


about the Cotton States and International 
exposition. It is certainly being advertised, 
and, being greatly interested in it, I am 
naturally glad to see it talked about so 
much.”’ 

“What do you hear about the colored 
department?’ 

“IT am as enthusiastic about it as ever,’’ 
said he, “but I am not as sanguine as to 
its success as I was at first.’’ 

“Why ?”’ 

“For several reasons: I was on a ¢com- 
mittee that plead with General Davig for 
a commission to work up exhibits among 
our people for the world’s fair; and com- 
mittee after committee waited upon Presi- 
dent Harrison, and asked him to appoint 
a commissioner of our own race. We were 
refused in both cases; and you well know 
how colored exhibits turned out in Chicago. 
When I went with the committee before 
the finance committee in the congress of 
the United States, every member of that 
committee who made speeches put great 
stress upon the fact that they ired to 

ve the colored people of all our southern 
states an opportunity to show what 
progress we have made during these thirty 

ears of freedom; and this really ought to 

e done. But the turn things have taken’ 
since then ‘causes some of us to fear a 
failure in our department. The committee 
to take charge of the colored department 
ought to be made up of our own race, bit 
I see by The Constitution that they are 
all of the other race. The managers will 
bape Sigg this will not work well.

Continuing Bishop Grant said: 

‘There is a class of le that we desire 
to reach who do not really understand the 
progress that we have made in these south- 
ern states. These people live in Pennsy!l- 
vania, Ohio, Illinois, Indiana, New York 
and all the New England states, and also 
in the west. Under the present laws I am 

fraid that we will not be able to get them 

ere, for, in my own section of the coun- 
try, they are accustomed to enjoying all 
the accommodations and comforts in travel 
that other races enjoy, and it. is quite cer- 
tain that if they are compelled to come here 
in one end of a smoking car a great many 
will stay away. It is true that a person 
holding an interstate ticket has a right to 
go in any car, but even with those I have 
been ordered to go into one end of the 
smoking car referred to, and I have always 
found it best, under existing circumstances, 
to obey such orders. The supreme court of 
the state of Louisiana has decided that the 
‘separate car law’ is only effeetive within 
the bounds of the state. The United Sfates 
court has decided that the ‘separate car 
law’ in the state of Kentucky ts unconstitu- 
tional. and this decision, I am *inform- 
ed, has been carried to the supreme court of 
the United States,: and if it (the supreme 
court) affirms the decision of the lower 
court, this will end the separate car law, 
but I fear not in time for the Cotton States 
and International exposition. I do not think 
this great state should wait for the United 
States to arrange such matters, but that 
she sought to make the necessary provisions 
herself. for to allow interstate passengers 
to enjoy privileges and comforts which lo- 
cal travel cannot enjoy is to discriminate 
azairst those who pay taxes to aid in to 
support of the state government. Such are 
the facts in the case. As you know, since 
the death of Bishop Ward, the state of 
Ficrida has been added to my episcopal dis- 
trict, and in the states of Georgia, Alabama 
and Florida, I have committed to my care 
over 1,000 traveling ministers, 150, mem- 
bers, and three institutions of learning— 
Payne institute, Selma, Ala.; Edward Wa- 
ters college, Jacksonville, Fla., and Morris 
Ercwn college, in our own city. So you 
see thet I must have some little opportuni- 
to to know what I am taking about. I 
know, however, that the exposition people 
will do the right thing, and I am ready 
to help them any way I can.” 


ARCHITECTS MEET. 


They Will Make a Great Exhibit at 

the Exposition. 

The exhibit of architecture to be made 
at the Cotton States and International ex- 
position will be one of the greatest ever 
seen, as the Southern Institute of Archi- 
tects has decided it shall be. 

The regular monthly meeting of the archi- 
tects was held yesterday afternoon at 3 
o’clock in the Equitable building, President 
B. A. Pugin presiding. 

The feasibility of making an exhibit of 
the work of southern architects was dis- 
cussed and it was unanimously decided that 
oné shall be made. 

President Pugin appointed a committee, 
consisting of Messrs. J. M. P. Lindsey, A. 
J. Bryan and O. O. Wheeler,-to confer with 
the directors of the exposition in regard 
to space and other arrangements for the 
exhibit. The committee w'!ll have the co- 
operation of Secretary A. McC. Nixon in 
their work in this matter. 

Other fmportant matters were discussed 
by.the architects. Among them was consid- 
ered the advisability of securing a hall in 
which the institute can hold its meetings. 
It'is the intention of the architects to get 
such a hall and to furnish it handsomely. 
Periodicals and scientific papers will be 
kept on file. Charts will also be kept in 
the hall showing the resources of the dif- 
ferent parts of the state, and samples of 
all kinds of building material will be kept 
for examination by the members. 

The matter of the recent competition for 
the plans of the new Boys’ High school 
building did not come up as was expected, 
but the matter was discussed in an informal 
way. One of the architects, in speaking 
of the matter last night, said: ‘‘We had in- 
tended to discuss the plans submitted for 
the Boys’ High school building, but were 
unable to do so on account of the pres- 
sure of the business of our regular meet- 
ing. It is more than likely that we will 
discuss it at our next meeting. As near as 
I could judge from talking with the archi- 


_tects it seems to be universally deplored 


by all the members of the institute that 
one firm should assail the character of an- 
other. Further than that I do not feel at 
liberty to talk of the matter.”’ 

It may be interesting to note in this con- 
nection -.that neither Mr. Norrman nor 
Golucke & Stewart is a member of the 
institute.

The idle Scandinavians who are charg- 

ed with setting fire to the Minnesota 
forests will feel grateful to a scientist 
who advances the theory in The New 
York Herald that the conflagration was 
caused by the tail of a comet.

EDITORIAL COMMENT, 


Justice is blocked frequently in Arkansas 
by a curious law which grants any man 
accused of crime the privilege of a change 
of venue to any county of his judicial dis- 
trict.

The bond was reduced from $5,000 to $3.5 
by Justice Bloodworth, and in less than five 
minutes Mr. J. E. Maddox, of the firm of 
J. J. & J. E. Maddox, had signed the 
necessary papers as security, @nd afte, 
nearly a week in jail Ed Hooks was onc.

tice Bleodworth in company with his atto,. 
neys and a conference was held at the office 
of Frazer & Hynds.

The preliminary hearing was set for 2:3 
o’clock yesterday afternoon and by the time 
that hour was registered by the city clock 
Justice Bloodworth’s ample courtroom was 
filled with many of Hooks’s friends and as 
many curious spectators who wanted to 
see the young man. The time passed slow- 
ly and still, at twenty-five minutes to 3 
o'clock there was no prisoner. At 2:45 the 
bailiff! had not reappeared with Hooks and 
there was a small whisper to the effect 
that Hooks had very probably managed to 
escape from the bailiff. This was simply a 
rumor started to kill time and in five min- 
utes more Ed Hooks walked into the court- 
room. 

Consulting with His Attorneys. 

Hooks is an exceptionally good-looking 
young man and dresses in a style most neat 
and dapper. His lack of height and stout- 
ness emphasize this neatness and he looked 
everything that a very properly dressed 
young man should be. His clothes were 
modest in hue and his patent leathers were 
just the least bit dingy. A stylish collar 
and a well-tied, wine-colored four-in-hand 
gave his a finished appearance. As he 
walked down the courtroom to the prisoner's 
stand there was nothing about Rim to in- 
dicate the criminal. 

Hooks and his attorneys, Colonel Glenn, 
of Glenn & Maddox, and Messrs. Frazer and 
Hynds, went into Justice Bloodworth’s pri- 
vate office and for. several minutes were 
in close consultation, Finally Hooks walk- 
ed out, followed by the gentlemen named 
and his uncle, C. M. Hooks, of Forsyth. 
Young Hooks was shown to the prisoner's 
chair by a bailiff. Upon oné side of him 
sat Colonel Glenn, while on the other was 
Attorney Hynds; just in front of Hooks 
sat his uncle and his otner attorney, Mr. 
Frazer. 

It was five minutes to 3 o’clock when 
Justice Bloodworth called fhe case 
Mr. Reuben Arnold, for the state, announced 
that he would call his witnesses and an- 
swer the questfon. He then read out the 
following names, all answering ‘Here!’ 

John M. Bowen, T. L. Caldwell, J. R. 
Harris, Sam H. Howell, George J. Hoyle, 
W. R. Payne, J. W. Beardsley, J. M. Dunn, 
J. W. Wallace, E. P. Chamberlin and 
Frank Hoyle. 

He then announced ready for trial. 

The Defense Not Ready. 

Mr. Frazer, of Frazer & Hynds, arose and 
began by stating that they were not ready 
to proceed, not even ready to enter into a 
preliminary hearing of the merits of the 
case. He said that his firm had only been 
employed Saturday morning. 

“We have no time to look well into the 
case,”’ said Mr. Frazer, “and have not been 
able to obtain some very essential data.

WITH ANY DEGREE OF SATISFACTION. 


The Supervising Architect Endorses 
the Decision of the Board. 


THIS MEANS A HANDSOME NEW BUILDING 


Will Be Erected by the Government—A 
Happy Solution—The Government 
Commissen Yet to Act. 


A brand new government building for 
Atlanta’s exposition! 
That is the decision reached by the super- 


‘vising architect at Washington, and this 


decision will doubtless be endorsed by the 
government commission. 

This decision is an endorsement of the 
stand taken by the exposition board at its 
last meeting, which was— 

The whole of the government building 
at Chicago, or a new building! 

One proposition, it will be remembered, 
was to bring the old building without the 
dome, it being shown that this could be 
done within the appropriation. The exposi- 
tion people put themselves on record as 
strongly opposing that, and favoring a new 
building; and it looks as if their wishes 
would prevail, 

The following special from Washington 
tells of the situation at thatwend of the 
line: 

The Washington End. 

“Washington, September 10,—(Special.)— 
Officials in the supervising architett’s office 
of the treasury department told me today 
that it would be impossible to move the 
government building at Chicago to the 
Atlanta exposition, and re-erect it, within 
the appropriation. The structure is of such 
character that much of the material that 
would not take apart in such form @s to be 
re-erected. It has been built purely as 
a temporary structure, and; with the ex- 
ception of the dome, there was but little 
of it sufficiently substantial to bear the 
removal. As soon as Mr. Cleveland names 
a chairman of the government commis- 


/ sion, that commission will take the matter 


under advisement. The members, @ is be- 
lieved, will recommend the erection of a 
new building to conform in character to 
the other buildings of the exposition. 

“Assistant Supervising Architect Kemp- 
ler says a very handsome and showy 
building can be erected within the appro- 
priation—a building much superior to the 
way the Chicago building would show up 
if removed and re-erected under the ap- 
propriation. That would necessarily be a 
patch-work affair, as the dome could not 
possibly be removed within the limit of the 
appropriation. 

“Already officials in the architects’ office 
are discussing plans for a new building 
for the exposition, and they say a beauty 
can be erected for $50,000. a. W. B.” 


The Exposition.

Atlanta’s great southern exposition next 
year is a fixed fact. The federal govern- 
ment has made an appropriation of $200,000 
and this will enable the Atlanta people to 
transport the government building from 
Chicago to their fair grounds. As an ex- 
hibit of the progress of the south generally 
this exposition will be of the highest merit.

His handiwork of today, compared 
with the crude output of the old plantation 
blacksmith, will be both interesting and in- 
structive. It is to be hoped that arrange- 
ments will be made to add to this exhibit 
specimens of the work of colored school chil- 
dren in every state in the south. This At- 
lanta exposition, which opens next autumn, 
will be largely attended by people from the 
north, and we trust that our southern 
friends will put forth their most strenuous 
efforts to make the great show all that it 
should be. 3

Hot Ctallenge from Joe James to the 
 Popnlist Leader 


THEY SCORCH EACH OTHER SEVERELY, | 


Between Them Last Night—No Joint 
Debate Between Them. 


If words could burn quite a roll of cor- 
respondence that passed between Thomas 
E. Watson and Joseph 8S. James last night 
would have been consumed like hay. 

A challenge to joint debate, growing out 
of the newspaper charges that have been 
exchanged between these two gentlemen, 
dipped into personalities with a vengeance. 

Mr Watson refused to meet the district 
attorney on the stump. He reflected severe- 
ly on Colonel James and the colonel lost 
no time in firing back, firing as hot shot as 
had been sent. 

The Daily Press of Saturday scored Colo- 
nel James severely for hiring Mr. L. P. 
Bdrnes to roast Mr. Watson. This the 
colonel denied in most emphatic fashion. 
He was extremely indignant over what ap- 
peared in The Presg and yesterday openly 
challenged Colonel Watson to a joint de- 
bate in every congressional district in the 
state. 

The challenge reached Canton, where 
both Colonel Watson and Colonel James 
had appointments to speak today and Mr. 
George R. Brown challenged the popu- 
lists for Colonel James to meet Colonel 
Watson. Last night Colonel James re- 
ceived a telegram saying that the chal- 
lenge had been refused. 

At 9 o’clock last night Colonel James, who 
was stopping at the Kimball, sent to Colo- 
nel Watson, who was also stopping at that 
hotel, the following note: 

“Atlanta, Ga., September 10th, 8 o’clock— 
Hon. Thomas E. Watson—Dear Sir: I have 
just been informed by telegraph that the 
challenge I left with friends to meet you 
in joint debate at Canton tomorrow has 
been declined. I write to know from you 
personally whether such is the case or not. 

“Please answer by bearer, and oblige. 
Yours truly, IJ. 8. JAMBSB.” 

In a few minutes Colonel Watson sent 
this reply: ‘ 

‘Mr, Watson’s Reply. 


Atlanta, Ga., September 10, 1894—Hon. J. 
S. James, District Attorney United States 
Court—Sir: Your note has just been handed 


me. 

“As stated in The Daily Press of Friday 
last, I am willing to meet any member of 
the democratic party who holds the same 
position in his party which I hold in mine. 
I will meet Mr. Clay, or any democratic 
nominee for congress or any of the gentle- 
men who are candidates for the senate, 
if they wish. I would not meet you under 
any circumstances, simply because you do 
not come up to the rule which respect for 
my party and respect for myself suggests 
as the proper one. 

‘There is, however, a special reason why 
your challenge is peremptorily declined. 
It is that you have vilified me in the most 
unprovoked and ungentlemanly manner 
through the hired traducer who runs your 
paper, and because you have publicly re- 
peated the falsehoods of this campaign 
yarn-maker in a speech made by you at 
Forsyth. 

“To these charges of yours and his I have 
replied through The Daily Press, denouncing 
them in the language they deserved. 

‘In The Atlanta Journal of today you 
practically reaffirm the charges which I had 
denounced as false. 

“These charges concern my integrity as a 
man. If true, I am not an honorable man. 
You have made the charges and I have 
denounced them as false. Therefore, it 
seems to me, the debate between you and 
me would be simply a personal quarrel, and, 

perhaps, a personal collision. 

“TIT cannot have any relations with a man 
who charges me with dishonesty. I cannot 
have a public debate with a man I would 
not speak to on the street. While this 
charge of yours stands unretracted you 
must know that a series of meetings be- 
tween us would be but a series of personal 
quarrels, into which the public should not 
be drawn.

NEW YORK, : September 10.—Summary 
Hubbard Price & Co.'s cotton letter: Owing 
to the fact that Queen Victoria made a 
visit to Liverpool today, the day was ob- 
served as a holiday, and no quotations 
have been received from the cotton mar- 
ket there. The feature of interest in this 
market, for which the trade waited im- 
patiently, was the monthly bureau report.

This report was decidedly better than had 
been. anticipated, and the market quick'v 
lost the improvement of Saturday, which 
was backed upon the fdea that the report 
would show a condition of about 8 per 
cent.

THE CHICAGO MARKET. 


CHICAGO, September 10.—Notwithstand- 
ing the fact that this was a holiday in 
Liverpool,.the wheat market here was fairly 
active, without reference to the English 
situation.

To- 
wards the close of the session New York 
wired a new “‘tip’’ on the government re- 
port, to the effect that wheat and oats 
would be decidedly bearish and corn bull- 
ish. The market became more impres- 
sively weak on this news. The visible 
supply, with an increase of 2,219,000 bush- 
els, was a surprise, nobody looking for 
more than 1,500,000 bushels increase at the 
outside. December wheat opened from 57% 
to o7%4c lower, sold between 58 and 5c, 
closing %c under Saturday at diK.. Cash 
wheat Was strong early, later ruling easier 
with the option. Prices were about 
steady. : 

Corn—The frosts in the northwest were 
considered of sufficient importance to war- 
rant a higher opening in corn. There was 
considerable realizing by holders, who felt 
that the government 
been overdone, and who wished to take 
time by the forelock, clinching their profits. 
The Washington weather indications for 
tonight and tomorrow were for frosts in 
portions of the corn belt, and assisted an 
already firm tone. Prices dropped back- 
wards later in the session in Sympathy 
with wheat. The visible supply increased 
495,000 bushels and on ocean passage there 
was a decrease of 176,000 bushels. May 
opened at 56% to 56%c, sold to 55%c. closing 
at 57%c, a net loss of e for the day. Cash 
corn was in good demand, shippets and 
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The market on Hog product 
exceedingly strong on the very 
of hogs here and in the west doubtless 
being the cause. There was little or now- 
ing for sale early, and prices soon showed 
an advance. The market continued firm 
up to the close. 

Condition of Grain. 

Washington, September 10.—The. report of 
the statistician of the department of agri- 
culture for the month of September shows 
a decline in the condition of corn to &.4 
from 69.1 in the month of August, and % in 
the month of July. This is a decline of 5.7 
points from the August, and 31.6 from the 
July condition. The change is marked in 
nearly all of the great corn states. The 
present condition is 75 in Kentucky, 70 in 
Ohio, 55 in Michigan, 8) in Indiana, 78 in 
Illinois, 51 in Winconsin, 50 in Minnesota, 40 
in Iowa, 70 in Missouri, 45 in Kansas, 16 in 
Nebraska and 16 in South Dakota. In most 
of the southern states the condition has ris- 
en, and a good crop is certain. 

In addition to the unfavorable prospects 
arising from the low condition of the grow- 
ing crop reports from eight states, viz: 
Indiana, Illinois, Wisconsin, lowa, Missouri, 
Kansas, Nebraska and South Dakota, in re- 
sponse to a special inquiry, show that out 
of an aggregate of 40,873,984 acres planted 
in those states, there have been cut up for 
fodder or abandoned 15,506,000 acres, or 3 
per cent, which is a little over 20 per cent 
of the entire planted area in the country. 

The percentage of that cui up or abandon- 
ed by states reporting is as fellows: Indiana 
6, Illinois 10, Wisconsin 21, lowa 35, Missouri 
16, Kansas 53, Nebraska 81, South Dako- 
ta 81. 

The condition of wheat, considering both 
winter and spring varieties, when harvested 
was 83.7 aganst 74 last year, and 85.3 in 
1892. The reported conditions from the 
correspondents for the principal wheat grow- 
ing states are as follows: Ohio 102, Michigan 
91, Indiana 108, Illinois 101, Wisecdnsin 92, 
Minnesota 84, Idwa 92, Missouri 91, Kansas 
58, Nebraska 40, South Dakota 322, North 
Dakota 74, California 88, Oregon 88, Wash- 
ington 67. In the east. New York 86, Penn- 
sylvania 91, Maryland 98;. Virginia reports 
78, Tennessee 78, West Virginia 92, Kentucky 
92, Texas 92. 

In the principal wheat states there has 
been considerable improvement in condition 
since the July report.: In parts of the wheat 
region the crop is fully up to expectations, 
and in other parts the yield has exceeded 
anticipation. 

The average condition of oats is reported 
at 77.8, against 76.5 August 1, 77.7 on July 
ist, and 8? June Ist. 

The returns for rye show an average 
condition of 86.9, against 82 a year ago. 

The condition of barley has risen nearly 
2 points during the month, the September 
average standing at 71.5 against 69.8 in 
August. 

There is a decline in September condition 
of buckwheat of 12% points from that of Au- 
rust. The general average is 69.2 against 
77.5 last year. 

The area under clover seed is reported ot 
71.9 of that for 1893. The condition is given 
at 69.2, which is much below the average, 
thus indicating a very short crop. 

The general average condition for rice is 
3.4 


The condition of peaches is 21.1, potatoes 
62.4, a decline of 12 points since last month. 
The condition of tebacco is 74.5 against 75.9 
last month. 


The Cereal Situation. 


From The New York Stockholder. 

The salient feature to wheat during the 
past week was dullness. In this market 
offerings were light. Prices would sag off, 
but as they did so the scarcity of sellers 
would increase. Then would come a rally 
in sympathy with Chicago or with 
corn, All the week bulls in wheat seemed 
to be waiting for a boom in corn to make 
a market on which they could realize., They 
have still the feeding» argument based on 
the shortage in the coarser grain, but evi- 
dence that the amcunt of wheat being fed 
to stock is large enough to make this an 
influential factor in consumption has not yet 
materialized. There has been talk of 5,000,000 
bushels of wheat being fed to stock in place 
of* corn. Such talk is by no means sup- 
ported by facts. Unquestionably more wheat 
is being fed on farms than ever before, 
but the amount so consumed must Increase 
very largely to affect the visible supply, and 
that soon. The following compares.western 
receipts of grain last week, the week be- 
fore and the corresponding period a year 


ago:

It will be er that receipts, while some- 
what smaller than a year ago, were again 
heavily in excess of the corresponding 
period in 1893 and very far in excess of re- 
quirements. This continued large move- 
ment is one of the principal bearish fac- 
tors. It means a steady accumulation of 
stocks. The visible supply of wheat, after 
today’s statement comes out, will be not 
much this side of 70,000,000 bushels. A few 
more weeks of such receipts as -have been 
recorded since July list would send the 
visible up to the 80,000,000 mark. The hope 
is that the movement will fail off. Another 
unfavorable feature Is the apathy of for- 
eigners, who are not taking wheat ag they 
should at these low prices. They are still 
confident of their ability to fill require- 
ments in other exporting countries—Russia, 
India and Argentine—and. do not fear an 
advance in prices here. Exports from this 
country last week were only fair and were 
much smaller than for the corresponding 
period of 1893. There has been very little 
change in the crop situation. An expert who 
has been through the spring wheat region 
was quoted on Friday as saying that the

The latter may not be correct, but 
it should be recalled that advance estimates 
in preyious months have agreed very well 
with official figures when promulgated. 
Some experts think that the condition will 
be as low as 55, compared with 69.1 in Au- 
gust. If the crop is as small as the bulls 
claim, they should have no difficulty in 
earrying their deal in May to a successful 
issue. Receipts from now on will tell the 
story as to the crop situation and yield. 
Last week they inereased somewhat and 
at Chicago on one or two days overran the 
estimates. But for the week they fell ma- 
terially below the total for the  corre- 
sponding perio? a year ago. Receipts at 
Chicago will either make or break the bull 
pool. Should they suddenly increase to 500 
or 600 cars a day the eventful outcome will 
be a collapse. The pool can take care of the 
market with receipts averaging 300 cars

Patrolmen Kelly and Hawes Discharged by 
the Board of Police Commissioners, 
MR. HAWES FEELS THE BOOMERANG, 


He Makes Serious Charges Against 8 
' Pellew Officer and Is Surprised to Find 
Himself in the Sams Fix. . 


The official heads of two well-known pa- 
trolmen were chopped off by the board of 
police commissioners at their regular meet- 
lag yesterday afternoon. 4 

Patrolmén Hawes was not a little aston- 
ished at his decapitation. Patrolman Kelly 
retired smiling, for he had already decided 
that there were other jobs mere pleasant 
than the arduous duties of a policeman, 

Patrolman Hawes was not the only one 
surprised at the action of the board. It 
was entirely unexpected. His companions 
heard the news and walked away more than 
ever impressed with the idea that the po- 
liceman’s position has a string tied to it. 
When Patrolman Hawes walked into the 
room to make official testimony before the 
board concerning the report he had made 
to Chief Connolly accusing his fellow offi- 
cer of falling asleep while on duty, there 
was an air of confident assurance in his 
manner. This had not decreased when he 
finished his statement, for he knew that 
his testimony was effectual, and he smiled 
But when the news came to 
him that he also had been dismissed it came 
like a thunder clap. 

On the night of June 29th both the men 
tried before the commissioners yesterday 
afternoon were on duty on Pulliam street. 
It was a disagreeable night, warm and 
sultry—just the kind of weather to make 
a man who had been tramping for six 
hours feel drowsy and stupid. Patrolman 
Kelly was sick and the sharp, neuralgic 
pains darting through his head made him 
fly to Morpheus for relief. There was a 
convenient wall near by and the exhausted 
patrolman backed up comfortably against 
it. He closed his eyes for a few moments. 
Patrolman Hawes was doing duty on the 
same beat that night. During the first part 
ofthe night the officers had tramped té- 
gether, but for some cause they had sepa- 
rated. The ‘hours passed and Patrolman 


Hawes missed the cheerful countenance of } 


‘He pulled out his whistle and 
blew. No reply came. He blew louder and 
longer—still no reply. Then the patrolman 
decided to make a search and after a short 
walk found his running mate, snugly en- 
sconced in the shadows of the wall. Pa- 
trolman Kelly wonders now why Hawes 
did not arouse him, but this was not done, 
and the patrolman walked away, leaving 
his companion to his slumbers, where he 
remained until just before the hour for re- 
lief. 

in the blue laws of the police board there 
is a paragraph which strictly requires 
members of the force to report immedi- 
ately any breach of duty which they ob- 
serve on the part of their fellow officers. 
This law is rigid and the action yesterday 
shows that the commissioners fully de- 
termine to adhere rigidly to, it. 

Patrolman Hawes did not make any report 
to Chief Connolly the day after he caught 
Pé&trolman Kelly asleep, nor the day after 
that. In fact, weeks passed and still no 
report was made. But the secret weighed 
heavily on his heart and on the mérning of 
the 19th of August he woke up with the 
sudden determination to tell all he knew 
about the matter before the board of po- 
lice commissioners. When he came to the 
station house, he walked into the office of 
his chief and entered a formal report 
against Kelly. That afternoon an order 
was issued suspending Kelly for ten days, 
and this was followed.the next day by an- 
other giving him an extended vacation until 
the next meeting of the board. 

That meeting was called yesterday after- 
noon and Patrolman Hawes was summoned 
to state what he knew about the matter. 
He stated it and Patrolman Kelly was dis- 
charged thereby. Another motion was in 
order and it was decided unanimously that 
Patrolman Hawes had delayed too long in 
making the report. This morning his accou- 
trements will be turned over to a super- 


numerary. 

In defense of his case Patrolman Kelly 
said that he was very sick and he brought 
in the certificate of his physician to show 
that he had been ill. Patrolman Hawes 
pleaded ignorance of the laws.. The com- 
missioners overruled both statements. 

After the dismissal of the officers the 
monthly report of Chief Connolly was read. 
In this report the chief complimented high- 
ly the detective department in their work 
on the gambling dives and in doing good 
work in the various burglary cases.
